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Citing her constitutional rights as 

a journalist and a scholar,” the head 
of a West Coast private detective 
agency yesterday refused to comply 
with a congressional subpoena to turn 
oyer files on alleged spring on nu- 
clear power foes. 

Patricia Atthowe, president of Re- 
search West, a licensed private detec- 
uve agency in Emmeryville, Calif, 
afso told Rep. John E. Moss (D-Calif.) 
dyring a hearing before the House 
subcommittee on oversight and inves- 
tigations that if the files were re- 
leased to the subcommittee they 
would be leaked and she would be put 
out of business. 

Subcommittee officials said At- 
thowe’s refusal to turn over the detec- 
tive agency files marked the first time 
a private firm has refused to comply 
with a congressional subpoena, a 
move that could lead to a formal con- 
feihpt-of-Congress action. 

• ;Moss, who chaired the 20-minute 
Bearing, said the subcommittee will 
decide Tuesday whether to begin a 
odntempt-of-Congress action against 
Afthowe, The move would have to be 


engaged in “Newsgathering, Report- 
ing, Analysis, Industrial Conflict Stud- 
ies.” 

Atthowe said that in the past she 
had taken “a strong position on cer- 
tain matters dealing with the energy 
crisis in this country.” 

“Any attempt to inhibit or curtail 
that right is a serious invasion of my 
rights as a journalist and a scholar ” 
she said in the statement. 

According to documents on file with 
the Federal Power Commission, Re- 
search West has been hired jn the 
past by the Georgia Power Co. and 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. Former 
Georgia Power Co. security officials 
have stated in sworn affidavits that 
Research West was used by the utility 
to provide information on nuclear 
power opponents. 

Both Georgia Power and PG&E 
have denied using the detective 
agency for any improper activities. '
